river, and th e C hinese are indignant 
a t th is procedure. 
E ight hundred 
head of cattle h a re been seen at Yin- 
kow. 
A Jap an ese spy has been discovered 
at New C hw ane

by R ussians, who pulled at his queue, 
which cam e off. 
He was tak en p ris­ 
oner. but subsequently escaped w ith 
th e help of som e C hine«*, who d is­ 
tracted the atten tio n of th e R ussians.

CONSERVATIVE 
METHODISTS 


Move to Incite Sectarian Antagonism 
V/as Promptly Rebuked. 
Li's A n g d es, Cal. May in.— T he at.- 
t tud< of the Roman C atholic church 
tow ;.rd the public school system of th e 
Vuited S tates furnished the su b ject 
of a sensational debate in th e M eth­ 
odist 
general 
conference. 
W hile 
there was a sirong disposition on th e 
part of c rtain delegates to have th e 
conference adopt resolutions com m it­ 
ting it to exti me utterances upon th e 
subject, there was an overw helm ing 
sentim ent, g.s 
it 
developed, ag ain st 
any s u-h ae*()n, and the entire m atter 
was finally disposed ot by referring it 
to a committee, from which It is un­ 
likely ever to be reported. 
Several 
other 
resolutions 
bearing J 
upon th e subj* ets of divorce, tin* te r­ 
m ination of m *mbersnip of neglectful j 
m em bers, 
Sunday 
closing 
of 
the 
Lewis 
and Clark exposition, endow ­ 
m ent of the A m erican F n iv erslty a t 
W ashington, th e changes in th e w ord­ 
ing of various p arag rap h s in the d is­ 
cipline, and other m atters of im port­ 
ance to 
Methodists w ere subm itted 
and debated by several com m ittees. 
Rev. J. R. King, secretary of th e 
church extension society of P h ilad el­ 
phia, having secured the floor, p re­ 
sented a resolution strongly criticis­ 
ing th e Rom an Catholic church, de­ 
clarin g that 
"its efforts to control 
th e secular press, its influence in pol­ 
itics and its assaults on the public 
school system dem and the vigilance 
of P ro testan ts and patriots.” 
Dr. K ing read ex tra c ts from a le tte r j 
w ritten by V icar G eneral P e te r H a r­ 
n e tt of th e Rom an C atholic diocese of j 
M onterey and Ix>s A ngeles, in w hich 
th e la tte r sought to refute th e sta te ­ 
m ents made in the abovo quotations 
from the Episcopal address. 
Dr. K ing 
th en spoke at length in support of th e 
resolution. 
W hen Dr. K ing had finish*^! th e re 
was comm otion among the delegates. 
M any sought to gain recognition from 
th e ch air in o rd er to reply. 
C harles 
B. Lohr, chief justice of the Delaware 
suprem e court, lay delegates, w as rec- ' 
ognized. 
A fter agreeing w ith Dr. K ing re ­ 
garding the 
public schools, Ju stice 
I.ohr continued: 
"B ut are we to gain 
anything by any phase of denu ncia­ 
tion against any other Christian body? 
(Cries of "No. no.”.) 
“T he Rom an Catholic church h as 
done a magnificent work In this coun­ 
try . 
It has tak en hold of a class of 
people whom p erh ap s no o th e r form 
of religion could have molded so well 
for th e w ell-being of our com m on land. 
I feel like pu ttin g my han d s under 
every 
evangelizing 
agency 
in 
th is 
world th a t helps to uplift men and not 
pull them down.” 
This expression was received with 
applause by the delegates and the gal­ 
leries. 
A motion by Dr. S. T. Beiler to re ­ 
fer th e resolution to the com m ittee 
on the state of th e cYurch w as c a r­ 
ried. 
In the opinion of m any prom ­ 
in en t d eleg ates th is disposes of the 
m a tte r finally. 
Ju d g e Sibley of Ohio 
offered an im portant resolution on the 
subject of divorce. 
He w anted P a ra ­ 
graph 30 of th e discipline changed to 
read as follows: 
“No divorce, except for adultery, 
final d esertio n or cruelty o r n*?glecf. 
such as to compel an innocent p a rtn e r 
to sep ara te from tn e offender, shall 
be regarded by the church as m orally 
law ful, and none of our m in isters or 
laym en 
shall 
solem nize 
m arriag e 
w here th ere is a divorced w ife or h u s­ 
band living, unless th e divorce w as 
g ran ted 
upon 
grounds 
hereinbefore 
specified. 
But this regulation does 
not apply in cases 
w here divorced 
parties are seeking rem arriage.'^ T his 
resolution was also referred 
to th e 
com m ittee on the sta te of th e church. 


A Rigid Censorship. 
St 
P etersb u rg . May I k — The w ar 
com m ittee has not m ade public any 
d isp atch ' s from the far E a st today. 
T his Is accepted as an indication that 
no fr-*sh collisions have occurred. The 
strict censorship prevented 
the St. 
P e te rsb u rg new spapers from receiv- ; 
ing d isp atch es today, and th e lack of 
inform ation gave rise to a fresh crop 
of rum ors, including one th a t th e a r­ 
m ored 
cru iser R urik had 
been 
de- j 
stroyed. 
T he officials deny th at any I 
inform ation of th is ch aracter has been 
received, saying th at the la te st re- j 
po rts show ed th at th e R urik w as un­ 
dam aged and w as in the harb o r of 
V ladivostok. 


Grave Danger Recognized. 
B erlin. May 10.—C aptain D annhau- 
er, corresp o n d en t of th e Lokal Anzei- 
ger, cables to his p aper th a t G overnor 
L eutw eln has decided to re tu rn to G er­ 
m any im m ediately a fte r G eneral Von 
T ro th a's arriv al in South A frica. 
T he 
old se ttlers, he adds, see g rave d an ­ 
ger th erein , since th ey believe it will 
cause the im m ediate d esertio n of th e 
trib es h ith erto tru e to the G erm ans, 
and also those of th e en tire so u th ern 
part of the colony, and involve th e 
loss of d riv ers and w atchm en h ith erto 
draw n from th e friendly trib es and 
heavily arm ed for th e ir self-protec­ 
tion.
